New York, December 5.—( United 
News.)—The personal files of the late 
Arnold Rothstein gave up more trou- 
ble today for the hard-working blue- 
coats who are seeking John Doe, 
Richard Doe and Blank Blank as his 


murderers. 

Shortly after the sealed boxes of 
papers were lugged under guard from 
the grand jury room, it was stated by 
a reliable authority that the million- 
aire gambler’s carefully kept pay rolls 
carried the names of New York police- 
men. . 

Indications were, it was reported, 
that most of the patrolmen named 
were employed during the fur trades 
strike in which both communists and 
gangsters figured. Just what their 
duties were in the strike, in which 
Rothstein was accused of “playing 
both ends against the middle,” is to 
be taken up when the grand jury re- 
convenes to consider what District 
Attorney Joab Banton has called the 


“second rhase” of the Rothstein case. 
@The police failed to find Doe, Roe 
or Blank today. but they arraigned 
George McManus on the other of the 
four first-degrée murder indictments. 
They also set out in bunt Of a new 
witness named Hyman Biller. Gill or 
Gilley, who suddenly assumed a para- 
mount importance for a reason not 
revealed. Biller, Gill or Gilley is said 
to have been McManus’ pay-off man, 
a sort of traveling cashier in the set- 
tlement of racing and other winnings. 
He relieved McManus of this oner- 
ous part of the business and as one 
result became quite well known, ac- 
cording to police, on Broadway after 
dark and at various race tracks in the 
late afternoon. under the name of 
Biller, Gil] or Gilley. 
he police cone hoped to have 
Biller, Gill or Gilley in custody even 
before they get Doe, Roe and Bank. 
although dragnets have been thrown 
out for the latter and all usual en- 
trances and exits to we city are un- 
der careful scrutiny. nly by stealth 
and the use of an unusual entrance or 
exit to New York can Doe. Roe and 
Blank—whom ‘the police believe to be 
still in town—get away. 

McManus regretfully laid down his 
copy of “Meet General Grant” in his 
Tombs cell today and was arraigned 
before Judge Mancuso in general ses- 
sions court. The six-foot, 200-pound 
bookworm towered above his guaris 
and smiled vezantly. His mind seem- 
ed to be full of the Vicksburg cam- 


paign. | 

The clerk of the court, Joseph Kel- 
lerher, wiped the smile from his face 
by remarking formally, “George Mc- 
Manus, you are charged with murder 
in the first degree.”

FLORIDA SHERIFF 
GOT LIQUOR GRAr, 
WITNESS CHARGES 


Regular Weekly Pay- 
ments of Protection 


Money by Bootleggers 
to Officer Are Described 


Miami, Fla., December 5.—()— 
Sheriff Paul C. Bryan, of Broward 
county, and some of his deputies re- 
ceived regular weekly payments of 
protection money from bootleggers and 
distributed confiscated liquor from 
the county jail building, William A. 
Hicks, former chief deputy sheriff 
under Bryan, and now serving & life 
sentence at Raiford for murder, testi- 
fied from the witness stand in federal 
court today, when the trial of Bryan 
and seventeen others om charges of 
conspiracy to violate the national pro- 
hibition act, began here. Thirty were 
indicted, those not appearing in court 
today being either dead, missing or in 
jail elsewhere. 

Selection of a jury was completed 
by 11 a. m. and William N. Gober, 
United States district attorney quick- 
ly launched into the case by cailing 
Hicks and four other witnesses in- 
cluding O. C. Spencer, government 


agent who directed the investigation 
in January, 1927, which resulted in 
the indictment, 

Hicks said that he was chief deputy 
under Bryan from November 10, 122 
until his discharge October 3, 1926. 
He lived in the county jail and every 
Monday J. F. McLendon, one of the 
defendants, would bring an envelope 
of money with a list of names with 
amounts of $5 and $10 written be- 
side them. The envelope usually con- 
tained $55 or $60, he said. Sometimes 
it was sealed, but mostly it was just 
bound with a rubber band or with 
flap open so that Hicks was able to 
read such names as “snake.” “spot” 
and others indicated to have paid the 
$5 and $10 sums. Hicks said that

NATION IS WARNED 
BY JOYNSON-HICKS 


Special Apparatus Install- 

ed in Bedchamber To 
Combat Cough-Provok- 
ing Damp of Fog. 


London, December 6.—(Thursday) 
(United News.)—King George's con- 
dition remained not so satisfactory 
early today after a rise in fever late 
Wednesday. 

A dense cough-provoking fog settled 
over Buckingham palace shortly after 
the night bulletin was issued, adding 
to the depressing atmosphere. Spe- 
cial apparatus was installed in the 
king’s bedchamber to remove the 
dampness from the atmosphere, the 


United News was informed on re- 
liable authority The apparatus in- 
cluded a number of artificial sunlight 
lamps. 

The bedchamber also has double 
windows to prevent entry of the fog. 

Several hundred persons continued 
their vigil. at the palace gates after 
1 a. m. - Newcomers lit matches to 
read the bulletin as they stood be- 
neath the dim shadows of the palace. 

Sir William’ Joynson-Hicks, in a 
speech late Wednesday, said he had 
been informed by telephone from the 
palace that the king's pleurisy affec- 
tion continued. He warned the na- 
tion not to attempt to conceal the 
great anxiety felt for King George. 

The night bulletin said: 

“Though the king had a quiet day, 
his temperature has risen to a point 
higher than at the same hour last 
evening. showing that recrudescence 
of the infection is still active. His 
strength is maintained.

The prince will debark at Suez late 
Friday if the speedy cruiser continues 
the pace set on the first lap of the 
water trip. As the Enterprise ap- 
proached her moorings at Aden, in mid- 
afternoon, the prince was described as 
standing on the bridge, attired in a 
khaki shirt and shorts and looking 
the picture of health. His first words 
were a question as to latest reports 
of his father’s condition. 

From Suez he will take a fast train 
over a cleared track for Alexandria. 
At that city he will board the battle- 
ship Frobisher for the race to Brindisi, 
Italy. At Brindisi the Italian govern- 
ment will have waiting a special train 
for the transcontinental dash direct 
to Calais, from which point he will 
complete the trip to London by cruiser 
and another special train. 

The lavishly decorated train which 
Crown Prince Humbert, of Italy, re- 
cently used will be placed at the 
—* disposal, advices from Rome 
Said. 

The Duke of Gloucester was en 
route to Capetown, South Africa, to- 
night, where he expects to arrive in 
time to catch the Friday mail boat 
for London. He left Mafeking at 6 
p. m. after receiving word of his 
father’s condition. A hot-box delaved 
his train near Bulawayo Tuesday 
night and the . prince dismounted, 
dotfed his coat and helped the engineer 
repair the damage. 

Both princes are in close touch with 
Buckingham palace, the Prince of 
Wales by wireless’ and the Duke of 
Gloucester by wireless and telegraph. 


$581 Annual 
College Cost, 
Bureau Finds 


That, of Course, Is Minimum; 


Maximum Cost Is Up 
to Dad.

| Washington, December 5.—What is} 
'the priee of a college education? 
The United States bureau of educa: | 


tion after a survey of 1,100 colleges 
and universities fixed the average min- 
imum at $581 a year, or $2,524 for a 
four-year term, and the maximum—de- 
pending upon the elasticity of dad's 
pocketbook. 

In addition they discovered that the 
cost of a higher education is twice 
as much as it was in 1900. 

The $581 a year includes every- 
thing necessary to college life, tui- 
tion, fees, books, board and room, 
clothing and entertainment. 

That, however, would mean that 


the student must stick strictly to the 


budget. 

For $1,005 a year the student would 
be allowed a little more leeway, could 
spend a trifle more for amusements 
and perhaps live in slightly better 
quarters. 

Neither figure would permit the op- 
eration of a sporty roadster nor much 
night life outside of the college cam- 
pus. 

But any young man or a young wo- 
man who sincerely desires a higher ed- 
ueation can have it for the $581 a 
year.

Lima, Peru, December 5.—(4)—The | 


“City of Kings” today received Her- 
bert Hoover with pomp and circum- 
stance well befitting its traditions. 
The next president of the United 
States saw a day filled with pageantry 
so colorful as often to seem to verge 
upon the theatrical, but it was always 
underlaid by practical modernism. 

He passed many places where the 
brave and cruel Pizarro wrought one 
of the most amazing chapters of ad- 
venture in the history of the world. 
Pizarro and his companion conquista- 
dor, Hernan-Cortes in Mexico, bathed 
great empires in blood, The Quaker 


Hoover today followed in the wake of 
Pizarro upon a mission of peace, pro- 
clauimiug good will and friendship be- 
tween his republic aud all those other 
republics which the centuries have 
evolved from the stern foundation laid 
by the Spanish conquerors. 

From the time of arrival of the 
battleship Maryland off Callao early 
this morning until the scheduled time 
for his departure late tonight, Mr. 
Ifoover was given signal honors by 
the federal and municipal governments 
and by the plain people who turned 
out in thousands to greet him both in 
the principal port and the capital of 
the republic. 

As the battleship came to anchor 
seaplanes of the Peruvian navy saluted 
it by circling over the vessel time and 
time again, while Mr. Hoover awaited 
the call of Foreign Minister Raday- 
gaimo. 

Landing in Callao, Mr. Hoover was 
reeted by Mayor Carlos Roe in the 

laza Crau, where naval and military 
guards were drawn up in his honor 
Amid the cheers of thousands who 
pressed around the automobiles car- 
rying the Hoover party, the president- 
elect drove the eight miles to Lima. 

Calyary guards were stationed. at 
short intervals along the. wuy. ‘Thre 
roadway was decorated with such plac: 
ards as “Hoover, Symbol of a Gteut 
People,” “The United States and Peru 
March Together,” “Hoover to Two 
Great Americans—Hoover and Le- 
guia. 

The special company of lancers of 
President Leguia met the Hoover par- 
ty at the gateway to the capital and 
formed a guard of honor as the party 
drove to the American embassy 
through -the large crowds who cheered 
and showered Mr. and Mrs. Hoover 
with flowers from the. balconies ol 
their homes. 

After a brief rest at the embassy. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hoover drove to the 
presidential palace where they were 
received by President Jeguia. Both 
Mr. Hoover and President Leguia at- 
tended a luncheon at the United 
States embassy and in midafternoon

OF NATION TOLD 
IN ANNUAL REPORT 


Secretary Mellon Uses 
Figures Running Into 
Billions To Tell of Coun- 
try’s Business.

| ceding crop year. 


Washington, December 5.—(A)— 
| Bandying about sums running into 
‘the billions, Secretary Mellon has 
found that business, which reached a 
low point in November and Decem- 
ber of 1927, finished the fiscal year 
ending June 30 only 3 per cent below 
that of the previous twelve months. 
In his annual report the financial 
chief of the administration crams into 
a 91-page pamphlet a formidable ar- 
ray of figures showing the intricate 
fiscal operations of the government 
and dealing in detail with agriculture, 
customs affairs, taxes, business condi- 
tions, prohibition, and a great many 
other things and with searcely a note 
of pessimism for the future, 
Agriculture, as a whole, he says, 
made substantial gains. Automobile 
production experienced a major turn 
for the better during the year. Export 
trade was but slightly under the pre- 
vious year and imports had but a 
smal! decline. As to liquor, he says 
only about 5,000,000 gallons was iden- 
tified in foreign ports as presumably 


destined for the United States against 
14,000,000 gallons the previous year. 
Liquor Matters. 

Incidentally, the secretary says that 
diversion of legal liquor, including 
industrial aleohol,. is no longer the 
inajor problem of domestic law en- 
forcement, but that illicit manufac- 
ture from sugars and grain is the 
principal source of supply of the do- 
mestic market. he prevention of 
drug smuggling he believes to have 
been improved. 

At the opening of the fiscal year, 
the secretary says, the volume of busi- 
ness was nearly on a par with the 
year previous but seon fell off, reach- 
ing its minimum in the last two 
mouths of 1927. In January recovery 
took place and. the monthly volume 
} thereafter. was” susta tred. abore ial 
to the same months of the prevfous 
year. 

‘There was an increase both in 
prices and in total cash returns for 
the crops and products of the year 
1927-1928 as compared with those of 
the vear 1926-1927, this increase rep- 
resenting the net result of gains in 
some praducts and losses in others,” 
he says of agriculture. “The average 
prices received by the farmers during 
the fiscal year increased about 7 per 
cent while there was a slight decrease 
in the prices paid by farmers for their 
purchases, according to price data 
compiled by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. The advan- 
tage of this increase in average prices 
per unit produced was partly offset 
by a decrease in volume. As the net 
effect of these two forces, the estimat- 
ed gross cash income from farm prod- 
ucts increased in the fiscal or crop 
year of 1927-1928 by $279,000,000, or 
mpared with the pre- 


Automobile Figures. 


As to automobiles, he says monthly 
figures indicate that a general decline 


which began in November, 1925, reach- 
ed its lowest point in November and 
December, 1927, and that the year 
ended with June-July production near- 
ly 35 per cent above the production of 
the same months of 1927. The total 
for the year, however, was 12 per 
cent below that of the previous year. 

Export trade, the secretary says, 
reached a total value of $4,877,000, a 
decrease of 1.8 per cent over the pre- 
vious year, While imports aggregated

New York, December 5.—(#)—A 
i spectacular scheme of. a_ notorious 
| gangster to make good in the court- 
room a death threat of a pal against 
the judge who had convicted them 
ended today in the killing of Sigmund 
(Whitey) Weiss, jewel robber and the 
wounding of two guards in the crim- 
inal courts building. 

Murray Pershing, the pal, went to 
Sing Sing last June for 20 years aft- 
er telling Judge Donnellun “You 
won't live much longer.” This morn- 
ing while Weiss was being taken to 
court for proceedings instituted to 
send him to prison for life as a fourth 
offender a revolver dropped from a 


leg of his trousers and he was forced 
to turn what police regarded as a 
plan to kill the judge into a fatal 
effort to escape. 

With the weapons, which presuma- 
bly had been smuggled to him. Weiss 
had put guards out of combat in a 
corridor of the building, when his gun 
jammed’ and he became the target in 
a sprawling group for two well-aimed

$300,000,000 Is Needed 


ALSO NEED FEDERAL 


POLICE, DORAN SAYS 


To Enforce Dry Law 


Washington, December 5.—( United 
News.)—To lift prohibition enforce- 
ment out of its present status con- 
gress would have to appropriate $300,- 
000,000, create a system of federal 
police and authorize establishment of 
United States courts throughout the 
country, James M. Doran, prohibition 
commissioner, told the house appro- 
priation committee. 

Only $13,400,000 was asked for 
prohibition and narcotic law enforce- 
ment for the fiscal year 1950, an in- 
crease of $660,000 over the present 
year, the testimony made public to- 
day revealed. 

Representative Hardy, Colorado, re- 
publican, asked Doran if the $13,- 
400,000 would permit prohibition en- 
forcement to “barely scratch the sur- 
face.” 

“It is a matter of policy whether 
congress wants to embark in the po- 


lice business,” he replied. “If con- 
gress wants to embark in the police 
business it will take $300,000,000 and 
a system of United States courts cov- 
ering the land.” 

In the treasury and postoffice ap- 
propriation bill reported ta the house 
today the committee allowed the pro- 
hibition bureau $13,500,000, or $100,- 
00O more than Doran asked. 

The prvhibition commissioner told 
ihe committee there had been a mark- 
ed improwemeut in enforcement dur- 
ing the past year, but that smuggling 
of liquor still was a serious problem. 
He suggested a new treaty be nego- 


tiated with Canada to prevent border 
running. 

The committee added $767,600 to 
the coast guard appropriation, increas- 
ing it to $29,670,000, and added $1,- 
931.440 to the customs service, mak- 
ing a total appropriation for the year 
of $21,415,000. 


BUULDER DAM UP 
IN SENATE AGAIN 


Long-Winded Debates In- 
dicated Before Action, 
in Resumed Talk About 
Big Project. 


Washington, December 5.—(?)— 
The senate resumed deliberation on 
the Boulder Canyon dam bill today 
in an atmosphere that promised long- 


drawn-out sessions before any action 
is taken. . 

Called to the floor as the unfinish- 
ed business of last session by Sena- 
tor Johnson, of California, one of the 
authors of the Swing-Johnson bill for 


the construction of the huge irrigation, 
flood control, and power project, the 
measure’s supporters and opponents 
lost little time in airing their differ- 
ences 
verted points—how the water from 
the Colorado river would be allocated. 

The name of President-elect Heoo- 
ver figured in the debate when sev- 
eral senators speculated as to his at- 
titude regarding water distribution. 

Although Senator Hayden, demo- 
erat, Arizona, held the floor threugh- 
out the two and one-half hours of dis- 
cussion, Senator Johnson came in for 
a good share of the talk by virtue of 
questions fired-at him by the Arizo- 
nan. During one of their verbal duels, 
Senator Johnson announced he had 
received a communication from the 
builder of the huge Coolidge dam in 
which the engineer offered to con- 
struct Boulder dam fur a less amount 
than that contemplated in the pend- 
ing legislation. . 

Much of the debate centered around 
the old controversy between California 
and Arizona over the distribution ot 
water for irrigation purposes and it 
was at this point that Senator Hay- 
den brought in the name of Mr. Hoo- 
ver. The Arizona senator declared 
the president-elect, in a speech at Los 
Angeles during the campaign, had said 
that California should meet every rea- 
sonable demand of the other states in 
the Colorado river basin and that the 
question of water distribution should 
be solved by fairness and justice. 

About 8.500.000 acre feet of water 
has been allotted to California, Nevada 
and Arizona, of which 300,000 would 
xo to Nevada.~ California has set its 
‘irreducible minimum” at 4,600,000 
acre feet, which is more than Arizona 
is willing to concede, 

Hayden said the project could not 
be launched except by a compromise 
of differences, and declared. that in 
tackling the question, he was more 
interested in the attitude of the sena- 
tor from California than in the method 
by which “we work this problem out. 


CREW OF 6 JUMP 
INTO BAY AS FIRE 
STARTS ON BOAT 


Tarpon Springs, Fla., December 5. 
(P)—The six-man crew of the 35-foot 
sponge boat Katherine were forced 
to jump overboard and swim a hun- 
dred yards to another boat today when 
the Katherine caught fire in Cedar 
Key bay. The blaze started from a 
backfire of the engine as the engineer 
started it preparatory to leaving for 
the sponge banks. 

The engineer was badly burned on 
the face and hands and was brought 
to a Tarpen Springs hosnital by State 
Shellfish Commissioner T. BR. Hodges. 
The Katherine was destroyed. 


FIVE PATROL BOATS 
SPEED TO VESSEL 
OFF FLORIDA COAST 


Mimgi. Fla., December 5.—(#)— 
Five coast guard patrol boats from 
the Fort Lauderdale base were speed- 
ing tonight to the aid of a vessel re- 
ported in distress five miles off Ca- 
nova Beach, opposite Eau Gallie. 
Florida. 

Efforts to identify the ship which 
sent up distress signals about 7 p. 
m. were unsuccessful. Residents 2° 
Canova Beach observed flare signals 
from the craft intermittently over a 
period of 10 minutes, according te 
Police Chief J. R. Brannen, of Mel-

GUOLIDGE SUBMITS

Calls for Expenditure of 
$3,780,719,647, Leaving 
Treasury With Estimat- 
ed $60,576,182 Surplus. 


Washington, December 5.—(4)— 
President Coolidge ‘today submitted 
to congress the annual budget esti- 
mating a nearly four billion dollars 
expenditure to keep the vast federal 
machinery in operation for the fiscal 
year 1930, which begins next July 1. 
Along with 


eal affairs of the nation in which he 
again voiced a plea for economy in 
government operation. 

The budget, prepared by the budget 


bureau, estimated a total expenilitare 
from the treasury of $3,780,719,647 


for the coming fiscal year. It placed 
receipts at $3,841,295,8S29 and _ said 


that this would leave a surplus of 


$60,576,182. 

The report explained that in addi- 
tion to these figures the government, 
through its postal service, would spend 
$816,209,325 more, but that this out- 
lay would be taken care of to a large 
extent by postal receipts. It was es- 
timated that the postal deticiencs 
would amount to only $71,200,325 
and this amount was ineluded in the 
total appropriation requested from 
congress. 

To meet the expenses of the govern- 
ment the budget estimated that the 
government’s income would include 
from customs receipts, $582,000,000 ; 
income tax, $2,175,000,000; miscel- 
laneous internal revenue to $559,000,- 
000 and miscellaneous receipts to 
$525,295,829. ? 

In submitting the budget the presi- 
dent cautioned congress that, the gov- 
ernment would not assume any great 
yo vatepars expenditures without jeop- 
ardizing the outlook for a surplus 
at the end of the year and warned 
against any further tax reduction.

State health officers reported the 
following numbers of cases in their 
states for the week ending December 
1: Montana, 3,372; Oregon, 296; 
Utah, 258: Arizona, 300; South Caro- 
lina, 2,718; Georgia, 344; Alabama, 
198; and Indjana 261. Several other 
States had less than 100 cases. In 
every state reported, there are at 
least a few cases. 

The first cases reported were in 
San Francisco, several weeks ago. Ap- 
parently, the health service explain-«, 
the disease spread to Hollywood. 
thence west, and less extensively south 
and east. 

Dr. R. C. Williams cautioned 
against mingling with crowds and ad- 
vocated sleeping in open air, and the 
usual necessary precautions to pre- 
“vent coming in contact with the dis- 
ease.

Washington’ December 5.—(/)— 
With « plea for frugality in spend- 
ing the nation’s funds, President 
Coolidge today placed before congress 
a budget calling for around four bii- 
lion dollars to run the government 
next year, and the senate and house 
without delay began work on legisla- 
tion designed to account for more than 
one-fourth of this amount. 

While the budget, calling for 4%5,- 
780,719,647 from: the treasury, and 
not accounting for postoffice funds, 
was being submitted by messenger, 
the house had laid before it the 
treasury-postoffice. appropriation bill 
carrying more than a billion dollars 
for the two departments, and the sen- 


ate at the same time took up the 
Boulder dam bill, now estimated by 
ah engineers’ survey to involve an 
expenditure of $165,000,000. 

Dupont Resigns. 

It was the first real business day 
of the session for both the senate 
and house. Besides the budget and 
the appropriation bills, it brought the 
resignation of Senator Dupont, repub- 
lican, of Delaware, who has been ill 
for a long time; saw new investigat- 
ing proposals offered and found com- 
mittees more active. 

Incidentally the wnnual report of 
Secretary Mellon, which showed a 
gross public debt at the close of the 
fiseal year of $17,604,290,565, 
billion less than the year 
before, was submitted. The secretary 
again urged congress to remove the 
surtax from government securities to 
put the government on an equality 
with the states in dealing in stich se- 
curities.

DEFECTIVE GHILDREN 
SCHOOL 1S SOUGHT 


A recommendation that I'ulten coun- 
ty build a school for defective chil- 
dren at a cost of approximately $150,- 
000 and ask the state to operate and 


maintain the institution as an auxil- 
lary to the school at Gracewood was 
made Wednesday by a committee 
headed by Jere A. Wells, county 
superinténdent of schools, in a report 
to the county commission.

|A FINE BRAND OF SUNSHINE. 


In the old days when sunshine was 
{more plentiful than it is today and 


| free to everybody, no one cared very 
much about it. If the doctors or health 
authorities had anything at all to say 
;on the subject they warned folks to 
| beware of getting too much sunshine. 
Seems there were some dire conse- 
‘quences of overindulgence—sunburn, 
or sunstroke, not to mention such vul- 
igar effeets as freckles. 
| Nowadays, as it seems to the con- 
duetor of a health column, nearly ev- 
eryone who is keen on trying this 
wonderful panacea, sunshine, desires 
information about this and that brand 
of sunshine or a good imitation there- 
of. Yes, sunshine is quite popular 
now, even fashionable, but of course 
there is none genuine without the 
stamp of commercial approval. What 
I mean and hate to say is simply that 
the commercial people are much better 
health educators than the doctors are. 
That is not extraordinary, when you 
consider all the facts; the commercial 
people have had many more years of 
experience than the doctors have had 
: in teaching the laity about health. 
Recently I told here about a cheap 
and practical window that admits the 
‘ultraviolet rays of sunlight. It was 
lan expedient devised by Dr. A. . 
: Pound, and consists of a folding frame 
of ordinary coarse chicken wire with 
{a sheet of cellophane sandwitched be- 
tween. This will serve a year or 
more, and when homemade costs per- 
haps 25 cents. With such a window 
anyone may enjoy sunbaths in any 
weather for two bits a season. 

I compared this homely but efficient 
arrangement with window glass that 
admits ultraviolet rays, and I said 
the cost of this new kind of window 
glass was “prohibitive.” I have since 
been assured that the new kind of 
window elass is not much more ex- 
pensive than ordinary glass, and in 


ure installing the new kind of glass, at 
least in a sun room, nursery or some 
of the windows. I am glad to learn 
that window glass that admits the pre- 
cious ultraviolet rays is now available 
at a reasonable cost. Ordinary glass, 
of course, excludes the ultraviolet rays, 
which are essential for health and 
vigor. 

Many laymen contemplating trying 
sun baths or ultraviolet ray treatment 
for this or that trouble apparently pre- 
fer to get it from some artificial 
source. I think it is unwise for lay- 
men to invest money, either for rental 
or for purchase of any apparatus of 
this description, unless under the di- 
rection of the physician. Where it is 
a case of striving to build better 
health, better, far to turn to the sun 
itself, or to install either the 25-cent 
window described or some of the spe- 
cial new kind of glass.

Lowe and others assigned to the 
case admitted that they had several 
sheets of notebook paper filled with 
names, addresses and other informa- 
tion concerning women with whom 
the murdered undertaker had been 
friendly. 

“IT number of these women I intend 
to question Thursday,” Lowe said 
Wednesday night. “I was unable to 
get to them because of the inquest 
and the search for the man we ques- 
tioned tonight. 1 am going to start 
on their trail early tomorrow.” 

The search for Paramore started 
Tuseday afternoon, after persons who 
knew both the woman and Brandon 
told of their being friendly, of the 
estrangement of the Paramores and 
of the husband’s reported efforts to 
locate his wife through Brandon. 
However, the police questioned the 
woman Tuesday night and after their 
interview announced they were con- 
vinced her husband knew nothing of 
the case. Only when Lowe learned 
Wednesday morning of discrepancies 
in the woman’s story did they renew 
the hunt for her hushand. 

The detention and questioning of 
Paramore came after a coroner’s jury, 
impanelled by Coroner Paul Donehoo 
had returned a_ verdict Wednesday 
afternoon, finding that Brandon 
“came to his death as the result of a 
hullet wound in the head, inflicted by 
a party or parties unknown.” 

Mystery Phone Call. ‘ 

A man elaiming to be Brandon’s 
killer telephoned police headquarters 
shortly after 9 o’clock Wednesday 
night and after curtly declaring him- 
self to be the wanted man hung up 
the receiver with a laugh. 

Motoreycle Policeman Frank Law- 
son answered the mysterious call and 
a man’s voice asked if the police were 
still looking for the slayer of the 
mortician. When Lawson promptly 
informed him that they were, he re- 
ceived the reply. ““Well, I’m the man!” 

After this brief declaration § the 
anonymous caller burst into laughter. 
Before the call could be traced the 
receiver was slammed down.

Camp Testimony Corroborated.

Such was the last of another thread 
in the cloth. 


Long before the time for the start 


of the last rites at 4 o'clock Wednes- 


day afternoon, the none too spacious 
Park Street Methodist church began 
to fill. Men, high in the city’s so- 
cial and business world, men who had 
watched Brandon grow to manhood 
and expand his prosperous’ business 
rubbed elbows with “boys” from the 
lower strata, Gyp and Skeet and Duke. 
It was a cosmopolitan gathering, for 
Brandon, among other things, was a 
cosmopolite. But the women who are 
said to have meant so much im his 
life were noticeably missing. Moths 
keep away from flame—and the police 
often cover funerals of the murdered. 


Church Ritual Brief. 

The chureh ritual was brief but 
touching. The pastor, the Rev. Mar- 
vin Franklin, was there. So was the 
Rey. S. P. Wiggins, presiding elder of 
the North Georgia conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. . Though 
he slipped about on the whirligigs of 
life. Brandon never forgot his church 
and until the day which was fis last 
was a leader in church affairs. The 
old, old requiem was chanted—a beau- 
tiful heart-rending prayer oftentimes 
making the living wish it were they 
who were dead. A few brief remarks 
by the minister. A life cut short at 
its crest, yet not unspent and not 
wasted—many things upon which pos- 


terity might look 
tage. 

There were tears in the eyes of the 
cosmopolitan erowd. Brandon was 
well liked. He had a_ personality. 
One couldn’t help but like him. The 
police say it brought his doom. The 
rich men, the poor men, mayhap a few 
beggars and a few thieves—identity 
was almost lost for the time—put 
han. erchiefs to  teai-dimmed eyes, 
The loss of Robert M. Brandon was 
f.°t far and wide. Some will miss him 
because he was one of them. Others 
because he always had a helping hand 
to those who “had their story.” He 
buried many and many men and wom- 
en and wrote it on his books because 
their kinsmen were without means, 
ood fellows nevertheless. One inti- 
mate friend said he counted nearly a 
dozen seedy individuals whose father 
or whose mother had been buried by 
Brandon and the account is still on 
the books. 


Outbursts of Grief. 


Now and then the reading of the 
eulogy was interrupted by scattered 
outbursts of those in attendance. All 
did not come from relatives. Many of 
them were from men Brandon is 
known to have aided in his time of 
plenty and in their time of need. 


Several hundred followed the bier to 
its last resting place in West View 
cemetery, where, as at the church, the 
ceremony was brief but impressive. A 
stiff and raw December wind was 
blowing, but men and women stood 
about with downcast eyes and said 
one last prayer for the soul departed. 

In the spring the grass will begin 
to grow over Robert M. Brandon. Life 
will go on. Those who drank of his 
cup of joy will find another to pro- 
vide their pleasure. Those who saw 
him to his grave will always remember 
him as his pastor pictured him—a 
man whose life was not unspent and 
not wasted and a man who left upon 
his posterity something to look upon 
as a heritage.

The funeral of Brandon was held 
at 4 o'clock Wednesday aiternoon at 
the Park Street Methodist church, of 
which he had been a member 
years.

Brother:and Nephew of De- 


fendant Testify in Rock- 
ford, Ill., Slaying.

A brother and a nephew of Paul Reed,

Tw» Chicago newspapermen, Mi- 
chael Fielding and Robert W. Wood, 
told of finding two sticks of dyna- 
mite, some caps and fuse hidden in 
the basement of the rooming house 
where Paul Reed lived, several days 
after Plager’s death. 

Ben Good, highway commissioner, 
and Mdward Ridberg, highway em- 
plovee, testified the shack in question 
had been entered and dynamite, caps 
and fuse stolen. 

Several former neighbors of the 
Plagers told of the alleged love affair 
between Mrs. Ivy Plager, the slain 
man's widow, and Paul Reed. The 
state contends Reed killed Plager be- 
eause of his infatuation fer Mrs. 
Plager. 

Mra. Plager and Reed at one time 
eloped and spent two weeks in Pe- 
oria, Jll., and Davenport, Iowa, but 
Plager forgave his wife when she re- 
turned, the state alleges. 

Clinton Plager,  Vernon’s’ older 
brother, said the day before the explo- 
sion he and Vernon had inspected the 
automobile and that he was sure the 
explosive was not attached to the 
starter at that time.

The Parker bill will take the place 
of the clause in the 1920 fransporta- 
tion act calling for compulsory con- 
solidation of all of the railroads of 
the country into some 20 systems. 

Doubt Congress Will Act. 

But while congress has started to 
work on the Parker bill informed Wall 
street people have serious doubts as 
to whether the bill will be passed at 
the short session, which ends early in 
March. Whether the Parker bill will 
be taken up at the extra session de- 
pends on whether President Hoover 
calls an extra session and whether if 
an extra session is called President 
Hoover names railroad mergers as one 
of the subjects to be discussed, extra 
sessions being limited to discussions 
of subjects named in the call. 

However, informed Wall street peo- 
ple are confident that it is only a 
question of time until the Parker bill 
or something very much lke it is 
passed. In the belief of the average 
trader in the stock market railroad 
shares have been lagging behind the 
rest of the market for years because 
of the existing Wnsatisfactory merger 
legislation. What will happen to rail- 
way shares stock marketwise if the 
Parker bill is passed? 

For either conservative speculation 
or investment, railroad shares offer 
more today as a class than industrials, 
public utilities and many _ other 
groups. Today the big outside public 
is buying equities in many split-up 
stocks, the real price of which allow- 
ing for split-ups running high in four 
figures, There has been no such ex- 
ploitation of railway shares. The law 
would not permit it. When some of the 
existing speculative bubbles do burst 
more talk wi}! be heard of the con- 
servative speculative and investment 
values of stocks. Railroad stocks will 
then have their way even if in the 
meantime they do suffer temporarily 
from the bursting of surrounding spec- 
ulative bubbles.

William F. Paley, cigar manu- 
facturer, is president of the corpora- 
tion. Most of the additional capital 
going into the chain is said to be for 
permanent wire connections beyond 
the puints now reached by the twenty- 
five stations of the network. The 

roposed purchased price of WABC 
is reported to be around two hundred 
fiftv thousand dollars. 

The official announcement to be 
made later will give the stations that 
will be added to make up the new 
national network. Most of them are 
A network already in

While its membership of more than 
fifty stations exceed the proposed Co- 
lumbia network, the National Broad- 
easting company’s stations are grouped 
into two different network units.

The sug- 
gestion of Mr. Willard might be made 
the basis for a constructive develop- 
ment not only in New England, but 
elsewhere in the nation. 

Thornton Ready to Aid. 

Sir Henry Thornton, president of 
the Canadian National railroad, re 
plying to the New England council, 
said the Canadian National was “con- 
tent to operate our various lines in 
harmony with the interests of New 
England.” 

That statement is characteristic of 
this Canadian railroad president, who 
directs the activities of the largest 
government-owned railroad in the 
world, with its more than 28,000 miles 
of track, and still finds time to ad- 
dress public gatherings in all parts 
of the United States and Canada. 

Sir Henry Thornton is the super- 
salesman of Canada. He has succeed- 
ed in selling the Canadian National 


railroad not only to the Canadian pub- 
lic, but to the thousands of railroad 
employees. 

In the past six years, since he has 
had charge of this huge system, he has 
succeeded wonderfully in unifying the 
old Canadian Northern, Grand Trunk 
Pacific, and Grand Trunk into @ 
smooth running organization. 

The financial structure itself is top- 
heavy and unwieldy, and in time 
doubtless will have to be reorganized. 
How much of the $1,200,000,000 
which the Canadian government has 
invested in the property can be saved 
is problematical. But under the ef- 
fective leadership of this former 
American, the property has been 
turned from a big liability into a na- 
tional asset. 

Director L. I. R. R. Traffie. 

Sir Henry, now fifty-seven, a grad- 
uate of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and a famous football player 
in his day, left the United States in 
1914, after establishing a natfnal rep- 
utation as director of traffic on the 
Long Island railroad. He spent the 
next eight years in England, and in 
war work, as an expert in transpor- 
tation methods. 

After the war, when the Canadian 
government found itself face to face 
with railroad bankruptey on a mon- 
umental scale, Sir Henry was called 
in to reorganize and piece together 
three big trunk lines. The results 
speak for themselves, 

Preston M. Nolan must have had 
Sir Henry Thornton in mind when he 
made this statement: 

“Nothing so makes for results as 
organization—the avoidance of con- 
fusion. 

“To do a thing, clear the mind, 
make a clean-cut picture of the thing 
to be done, build a formula that will 
fit the undertaking, organize your 
effort, shut out everything else and 
turn on the steam. Accomplishment 
is certain.”

FENNER & BEANE, 

New York, December 5.— i(Special.)}—To- 
day's market was irregular, with generally 
declining tendency from the beginning on. 
Among the few exceptions was a further 
spurt in Packard, presumably due to com- 
bination of strong technical position and 
renewed public interest in the Diesel motor 
for airplanes which the company is under- 
stood to be bringing out.
